THE COMING FINANCIAL MSSY OF

AMERICA

Dr. Grifis Tells the Stery of NWI Eduestional Progress From
Paper Money in 9,000 Varletiey to Gold. '

The coming of a Japunese financial
comminsnion to New York may or may
not be the last of the friendly emban-
ales of Nippon to America. It Is evi-
dent that with their powers of dis-
cerninent, 5o often manifested betore,
thene people discover the casting of
the shadow %efore the event liself.
Thelrs Is a virtual confession that

Manhatian |s already, in potency, the
world's financial centre.

In any oveng, the Emperor knows
how to choose and place him trained
servant for the particular task In
hand—the right man In the right
place. Baron Tanetaro Megitn was
vorn in 1861, almost at the moment
when Fillmore pinnned our peaceful
armada to Thornrose Cantle. He is n
modern man, the Arst Japameso grad-
uate from 610 American Cambridge,
and (= now president of the Harvard
('lub in Tokiv. Mastering while among
us the theory of money, ho served
twenty-five years In the Imperinl Fi-
nance Department. For Lhree years
he alded In Corea to reconstruct that
decadent simulperum of a state. After |
Shibusawa’s revolutlonary farewell, at |
ones to swords and to feudal notions
of revenue and bookkeeping, In 1872,
Mepati Is consldered the recreator of
governmental finance In Japan, With |
him comea a train of distingulshed '
bunkers and merchants.

Without thelr trumpetine the fact,
there 15 vast significance in the coming
of this mission. It lles in the fnet tost,
llke Americans of mentnl Initiative, the
finunclal leadera of Jupan no Jonger
tarry for the beck and nod of Gov-
ernmert, but go aheud. From 1568 to
1905, the Government was often (nr
nhead of the nution, Now, a% with us,
the best minds that are unoMcls) stim-
wldte those in high authority, giving
helpful precedents,
